in

But since July, 1942, OPA offi- 


cials say, 100,000 of the new as- 
sembled sets have been placed on 
he market at a retail sale, value 
of 15 million dollars. 


After the July, 1942 ban on the 


jig 
manufacturers, 
"promoters" 


were able to buy from them many 
jarls for home models. This was a 
egilimale Iransaction. 


They were also able to buy many 


automobile radios complete. 
By 


some changes, the auto type could 
DC made inlo Ihe home lype. 


These warlime radios had to be 


put together from the parls of vari- 
ous peacelime makes. They were 
turned out as table or floor models. 


Take an example of an assemb- 


ler who has WPB approval lo make 
radios: 


He decides on what type he'll 


make. He gives OPA a list 
of 


what the parts cost him. 
OPA 


knows Ihe actual cost of the parts. 


With thai sellled, OPA considers 
lis cost for parts and labor togeth- 
er, the two becoming his lolal cosl. 


Then OPA allows him a certain 


percentage of profit and tells him 
the price at which he must sell the 
retailer. At the,-.samc time. ».OPA. 
figures out the ceiling price 
at 


which the retailer must sell to you. 


OPA tells this to the assembler 


and instructs him to put the re- 
tailer's ceiling price on a tag, at- 
tached to the radio, before he sells 
it to the retailer. That tag must be 
on the radio when you see it, be- 
fore buying, on 
the 
retailer's 


shelves. 


There are various tricks in the 


racket. 


An 
assembler 
gets WPB per- 


mission lo make a number of radio 
model types and carefully com- 
plies with OPA regulalions so he 
will appear honest. But on the side 
he makes olher lypes about which 
neither WPB nor OPA knows any- 
thing. He sells them for whatever 
price he can get from a retailer. 
The retailer in turn sells them to 
you for whatever he thinks you'll 
pay. They don't bolher about price 
tags. 


Or —an assembler reports 
to 


OPA but lists 
frictitious 
parls. 


That is, he lells OPA he is using 
much more expensive parts than 
he is. Not seeing the radio, OPA 
goes by the catalogue, sees thai 
nis figures check, an unknowingly 
sels his ceiling at a price higher 
lhan that particular radio calls for. 


Methods used to catch the cheats 


are astonishingly simple in some 
cases although they can not be dis- 
closed here.

Berlin Is 
Blasted by 
1,000 Planes 


London, June 21 —(IP) 
More 


than 1,000 American Flying 
For- 


tresses and Liberators blasted Ber- 
lin and the capital's outskirts to- 
day and the German radio indicat- 
ed that at least some of the planes 
flew on eastward 
possibly in the 


first shuttle raid from Britain to 
new American bases in Russia. 


The bomber fleet .had an escort 
• 


of around 1,000 fighters, making a 
total force of some 2,000 planes 
which carried the aerial war once 
more to the heart of the German 
homeland. 


Basdorf, on Berlin's outskirts, 


also was blasted.
